DAMODAR VALLEY CORPORATION 

Calcutta , the 22nd November 1971 

No. 89, dated 14-10-71. — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 60 of the Damodar Valley Corpora- 
tion Act, 1948 (14 of 1948), the Corporation hereby 
makes, with the previous sanction of the Central Gov- 
ernment, the following further amendments to the 
Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regulations, pub- 
lished with the Damodar Valley Corporation Notification 
No. 5, dated the 28th January 1957, namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Damodar 

Valley Corporation Service (18th Amendment) 
Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into 
force on the 6th November, 1970. 

2. Ln the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regu- 
lations, after regulation 108 A, the following regulation 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“Regulation 108 B.— Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the foregoing provisions, the benefits admissible 
to the Central Government servants under the Central 
Civil Service (Extra-Ordinary Pension) Rules of the 
Government of India as amended from time to time, shall 
be admissible in the case of employees of the cor res* 
ponding categories of the Damodar Valley Corporation.” 

Explanatory M emomndton 

The employees of the Damodar Valley Corporation 
other than those covered by the definition 'of workmen as 
given in the Workmen's Compensation Act were not so 
far eligible to any compensation in ease of accident, 
while on duty resulting in death or injury invalidating 
out of service. 

Central Civil Service (Extra-ordinary Pension) Rules 
provide for such benefits to all Central Government. 
Civil Servants who entered* service under Central Govern- 
ment on or after 1-4-1937. 

D.V.C. in general adopts Central Government service 
rules and regulations by making new regulations or 
amending existing regulations from time to time as per 
procedure laid down in DVC Act. 

There had been representations from different sections 
ot Corporation employees that the benefits under the 
Central Civil Services (Extra-ordinary Pension) Rules 
should be extended to them. 

After careful consideration, DVC felt that such bene- 
fits should also be extended to its employees as appli- 
cable to the Central Government employees and in the 
Corporation Meeting held on 6-1 1-70 passed the resolu- 
tion approving the proposal for adoption of the Central 
Civil Services (Extra-Ordinary Pension) Rules of the 
Government ol India in respect of the employees of the 
Corporation, 
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It is intended to «ivc effect to the amendment of the 
DVC Service Regulation incorporating the provision of 
the above Government of India Rules with effect from 
6-11-70, the elate of approval of the proposal by the 
Corporation, 

It is confirmed that by giving retrospective effect to 
the above no employee will be affected prejudicially,

2. Definitions. — In this scheme, unless the context 
otherwise requires — 

(a) the “Act” means the Unit Trust of India Act, 
1963; 

(b) “acceptance elate’ with reference to an appli- 
cation made by an applicant to the Trust or its 
agent duly authorised in this behalf for sale or 
repurchase of units by the Trust means the 
day on which the Trust or its authorised agent, 
as the case may be, after being satisfied that 
such application is in order, accepts the same; 

O') ‘’initial sale period” means the period during 
which the Trust in pursuance of the proviso to 
sub-clause (I) of clause (8), sells units at the 
price of leu rupees per unit. 

(d) “body corporate” includes a society registered 
under the Societies Registration Act, 1860, such 
society being hereinafter referred to as * L a 
society”; 

(e) “number of units in issue” means the aggregate 
of the number of units sold and outstanding; 

(f) ‘recognised stock exchange” means a stock 
exchange, which is, for the time being, re- 
cognised under the Securities Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Act, 1956 (42 of 1956); 

(g) “unit” means one undivided share of the face 
value of Rupees Ten in the unit capital of this 
Scheme; 

(h) all other expressions not defined herein but 
defined in the Act shall have the respective 
meanings assigned to them by the Act. 

3. Face value of each unit. — The face value of each 
unit shall be ten rupees, 

4. Applications for units, — (1) Applications for units 
may be made by the following classes of persons : — 

(i) An individual or individuals, none of whom 
is a minor; 

(ii) A company or other body corporate singly or 
along with another company or body corporate 
or an individual or individuals, none of whom 
is a minor; 

(iii) A guardian on behalf of a minor. 


(2) An individual may make an application in his 
personal capacity or in his capacity of an officer a 
Government or of a Court. 

(3) An application shall not be made jointly on be- 
half of a minor and another person. 

(4) Applications shall be made in such form as may 
be approved by the Chairman of the Trust and, subject 
to the provisions of sub-clause (3), the total number of 
applicants in each case shall not exceed four. 

(5) The number of units applied for shall, in all cases, 
be a multiple of ten. 

(6) (a) The payment for the units applied for by an. 
applicant shall be made by him along with the applica- 
tion in cash, cheque, dralt, postal order, money order, 
mail transfer or credit transfer, including the cost of 
realising the cheque, draft or postal order, as the case 
may be. 

(b) If the payment is made by cheque or draft, the 
acceptance date will, subject to such cheque or draft be- 
ing realised, be the date on which the cheque or -draft, as 
the case may be, is received by the Trust or its autho- 
rised agent. If the amount tendered by way of payment 
for the units applied for is not sufficient to cover the 
amount payable for the units applied for and other 
amounts and charges payable by the applicant, he shall 
be issued the number of units, being a multiple of ten, 
nearest to the number applied lor by him and the balance, 
if any, due to him shall be refunded to him at his cost in 
such manner as the Trust may deem fit, 

(c) A unit certificate will be sent by registered post 
with or without acknowledgement due to the address 
given by the applicant; and the Trust will not incur any 
liability for Joss, damage, mis-delivery or non-delivery ol 
the unit certificate, so sent. 

5. Purchase / nay be made through a banker etc . — - Any 
person may make arrangements with a banker or any 
other institution, empowering it, in accordance with law, 
tu purchase units from the Trust on his behalf, from 
time to time. 

6. Safe o] anils . — The contract for sale of units by 
the Trust shall be deemed to have been concluded on the 
acceptance date. On Such conclusion of the contract 
for sale, the Trust or its agent, as the case may be, shall, 
as soon thereafter as possible, send the applicant an 
acknowledgement therefor. As soon us possible there- 
after, the Trust shall issue to the applicant one unit certi- 
ficate representing the units sold to him. 

7. Repurchase r of units. — (J) The Trust shall, at any 
time during the currency of this scheme on receipt by it 
of u unit certificate, with the form on the reverse thereof 
duly filled in, repurchase all or any part of the units com- 
prised in the certificate, being always a multiple of ten; 
the certificate so received shall he retained by the Trust 
for cancellation. The Trust shall’ in the case of re- 
purchase of a part of the units comprised in the certifi- 
cate issue a new certificate for the balance of the units 
held by the unit holder. Provided that (i) no person 
shall be entitled to sell to the Trust part only of the units 
comprised in a unit Certificate if such sale would result 
in his becoming the holder of less than ten units; (ii) on 
sale ol part of the units comprised in u unit certificate, 
the Trust will issue to the seller a certificate for the 
balance of the units held by him. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
clause (1) : 

(a) the Trust shall not. sell or repurchase units 
during such period as the Reserve Bank may 
in writing direct;

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(i) furnished to the Trust evidence satisfactory to 
it of the mutilation, defacement, loss, theft or 
destruction of the original unit certificate; 

(ii) paid all expenses in connection with the in- 
vestigation of the facts; 

(iii) (in case of mutilation or defacement) produced 
and surrendered to the Trust the mutilated or 
defaced unit certificate; and 

(iv) furnished to the Trust such indemnity as it 
may require. 

The Trust shall not incur any liability for issuing such 
certificate in good faith under the provisions of this 
clause. 

(3) Before issuing any unit certificate under the pro-

or more of such persons shall, as regards receipt 
of amounts due in respect of such units, dis- 
charge the Trust in respect of such amounts. 

(5) Any change of name or address on the part of 
any unit holder shall be notified to the Trust 
which, on being satisfied of such change and 
on compliance with such formalities as it may 
require, shall alter the register accordingly. 

(6) Except when the register is closed in accord- 
ance with the provision in that behalf hearin- 
aftcr contained, the register shall during business 
hours (subject to such reasonable restrictions 
as the Trust may impose but so that not less 
than two hours on each business day shall be 
allowed for inspection) be open to inspection 
by any unit holder, without charge. 

(7) The register will be closed at such times and 
for such periods as the trust may from time 
to time determine provided that it shall not be 
closed for more than 30 days in any one year; 
the Trust shall give notice of such closure by 
advertisement in such newspapers as the Board 
may direct. 

(S ) No notice of any trust express, implied or 
constructive shall be entered on the register in 
respect of any unit* 

18. Receipt by unit holder to discharge Trust . — The 
receipt of the unit holder for any moneys paid to him in 
respect of the units represented by the certificate shall be 
a good discharge to the Trust. 

19. Death of joint holder of unit certificate. — (1) In 
case of death of any one of the joint holders of a unit 
certificate, the survivors or survivor shall be the only 
person recognised by the Trust as having any title to or 
interest in the units represented by the certificate and to 
any money payable in respect of such units. 

Provided that nothing herein contained shall affect any 
right which any other person may have as against such 
survivors or survivor in respect of the said units or such 
money, 

(2) The executors or administrators of a deceased sole 
unit holder or a holder of succession certificate issued 
under Part X of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 
1925) shall be the only persons who may be recognised 
by the Trust as having any title to the unit and to any 
money payable in respect thereof, 

(3) Any person becoming entitled to a unit in conse- 
quence of the death or bankruptcy of any sole unit 
holder or of the survivors or survivor of joint unit 
holders may subject as hereinafter provided, upon pro- 
ducing such evidence as to his title as the Trust shall con- 
sider sufficient, either be registered as the holder of such 
unit upon giving to the Trust notice in writing of his 
desire to the effect, or transfer such unit to some other 
person. All the limitations, restrictions and provisions

of this scheme relating to transfers shall be applicable to 
any such notice or transfer as if the death or bankruptcy 
had not occurred and such notice or transfer were a 
transfer executed by the unit holder. 

(4) The Trust may retain any moneys payable by it in 
respect of any unit of which any person is entitled to be 
registered as the unit holder or which any person under 
these provisions is entitled to transfer until such person 
be registered as the holder of such unit or shall duly 
transfer the same. 

20, Application by and registration of bodies corpo- 
rate, minors etc . — (1) A body corporate may be registered 
as a unit holder or one of joint unit holders. 

(2) A minor may not be registered as a unit holder. 
An adult, being the lawful guardian of a minor, may, in 
his capacity as such lawful guardian, be registered as a 
unit holder. Such adult shall furnish to the Trust in 
such manner as it may specify the age of the minor and 
proof to the satisfaction of the Trust, that the age fur- 
nished is correct, and that such adult is the lawful 
guardian of the minor. 

(3) Applications by companies or other corporate* 
bodies shall be accompanied by the relevant documents 
showing the applicants’ competence to invest in units, 
such as Memorandum and Articles, Bye-laws etc., an 
authorised copy of the resolution by the managing body, 
and a copy of the requisite power of attorney. 

(4) A firm or other association of persons (not being 
incorporated) as such, shall not be registered as a unit 
holder.

(6) An individual applying for units in his official 
capacity shall be issued units in his official name. 

21. Transfer of units. — (1) Every unit holder shall be 
entitled to transfer the units or any of the units held by 
him by an instrument in writing in a form approved by 
the Chairman of the Trust provided that no transfer shall 
be registered if the registration thereof would result in 
the transferor or the transferee being a holder of a num- 
ber of units not being a multiple of ten :

(2) It shall be lawful for a unit holder to receive and 
retain any income declared bv the Trust in respect of 
units of which he is such bolder, notwithstanding that 
the units have already been transferred bv him for con- 
sideration unless the transferee who claims the income 
from the transferor has within fifteen days of the date on 


which the income became due, lodged the certificate and 
alJ other documents relating to the transfer which nifay, 
under the provisions of Clause 21 or otherwise, be re- 
quired. by the Trust, for being registered in his name. 

Explanation ; The period specified in this sub-clause 
shall be extended — 

(i) in case of death of the transferee, by the actual 
period taken by his legal representative to es- 
tablish his claim to the income; 

(ii) in case of loss of the transfer deed by theft or 
any other cause beyond the control of the 
transferee, by the actual period taken for the 
replacement thereof; and 

(iii) in case of delay in the lodging of any certifi- 
cate and other documents relating to the trans- 
fer connected with transit through the post, by 
the actual period of the delay, 

(3) Nothing contained) in sub-clause (2) shall affect 
the right of the Trust to pay to the unit holder any in- 
come, which has become due, in respect of units of which 
he is such a holder. 

(4) No interest shall be payable by the Trust on such 
income distributable among the unit holders. 

(5) The income distributable among the unit holders 
or any other money payable in respect of the units shall 
be paid by cheque or warrant drawn on the Trust’s 
bankers at the places where its offices are situated, or, at 
the option of the unit holder, by a bank draft or money 
order, the charges for such bank draft or money order, 
being borne by the unit holder. 

25. Publication of accounts, — The Trust shall as soon 
iis may be after the 30th September of each year cause 
to be published in such manner as the Board may specify 
accounts showing the working of the scheme during the 
period ending on the 30th September. The Trust shall, 
on a request, in writing received from a unit holder, fur- 
nish him a copy of the accounts so published. 

26. Additions and amendments to jehetne,-- The Board 
may from time to time add to or otherwise amend this 
scheme and any amendment thereof will be notified in 
the official Gazette. 

27. Scheme to be binding on unit holders.— The terms 
of this scheme, including any amendments thereof from 
time to time, shall be binding on each unit holder and 
every other person claiming through him as if he had 
expressly agreed that they should be so binding. 

28. The provisions of this Scheme shall, in respect of 
any units acquired or held in accordance with any plan 
or plans formulated bv the Board, pursuant to clause (cc) 
of Suh-Scction (1) of Section 19 of the Act for acquisi- 
tion of an interest in units, apply and be read subject to 
the provisions of said plan or plans. 

29. Copy of scheme to be made available . — A copy of 
this scheme incorporating all amendments thereto shall 
be made available for inspection at the offices of the 
Trust at all times during its business hours and may be 
supplied by the Trust to any person on application.

PROVISIONS OF THE 
Children's Gift Plan — 1970 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19 of 
the Unit Trust of India Act 1963 (52 of 1963), the 


Board ol the Unit Trust of India hereby makes the 
following plan under which a person may acquire an 
interest in units. 

1. This plan shall be called the “Children's Gift Plan, 

1970”. 

2. Tbe Plan shall be applicable to units issued under 
the Unit Scheme, 1964, as also under any other scheme 
or schemes, which the Trust may make hereafter and to 
which it may make the Plan, applicable. 

3. An individual, not being a minor, shall be eligible 
10 participate ;n the Plan. 

4. Every individual, desirous of participating in the 
Plan, shall make an application, in the term prescribed 
by tne Unit trust, for issue of units in favour of a child 
who has not completed 15 years of age on the date of 
application. 

5. Application for issue of units under paragraph 4 
above should be in multiples of ten, and for as a mini- 
mum, not less than fifty units. 

6. Payments to the Trust shall be by bank draft, cheque, 
money order or cash or in any other manner as may be 
specified by the Trust in this behalf, Cheques or bank 
drafts shah be drawn in the name of “Unit Trust of India” 
and made payable at Bombay or at such place as the 
Trust may specify in this behalf. Cheques and bank 
drafts may be crossed “account payee". 

7. The issue of units under this Plan shall be deemed 
to have been effected on the acceptance date, and the 
price at which units are issued, shall be the sale price 
ruling on the date of such acceptance, 

8. Upon the conclusion of the sale in terms of para- 
graph 7, the Trust shall issue to the applicant one unit 
certificate representing the units issued in favour of the 
child.

18. Once a year, shortly before the child's birthday,

prices. In the event of death of the applicant, the said

21. The Trust may terminate the Plan as a whole by 
publishing a notice in not less than four daily newspapers 
circulating dn India.

3. An individual who, as of the date of application, ha 
completed 18 years of age, but not 45 years of age, i 
eligible for participation in the Plan. 

4. Women are eligible for participation provided the 
have (i) regular income of their own; and (ii) they ar 
not pregnant at the time of admission to the Plan. 
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Si Every person desirous of participating in the Plan

OUTLINE OF THE INDUSTRIAL FINANCE CORPORATION OF INDIA 


Incorporation and purpose 

The LF.C. was established in 1948 under an Act of 
the Indian Parliament, with the object of making medium 
and long-term credits to industrial concerns in India, 

Capital 

Fifty per cent of the paid-up capital now standing at 
Rs. 8.35 crores is held by the Industrial Development 
Bank of India (LD.B.L), which is a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of the Reserve Bank of India. The remain- 
ing 50% is held by scheduled banks, co-operative banks, 
insurance concerns and investment trusts, etc. 

Management 

The Board of Directors consists of a whole-time 
Chairman appointed by the Central Government after 
consultation with the I.D.BJ, and twelve directors. Six 
directors are elected by share-holders other than the 
LD.B.L Four directors are nominated by the I.D.BJ, 
and two by the Central Government. 

Functions and Lending Policies 

Any public limited company or co-operative society 
incorporated and registered in India which is engaged, 
or proposes to engage itself in the manufacture, preser- 
vation or processing of goods, or in the shipping, mining 
or hotel industry or in the generation or distribution of 
electricity or any other form of power, is eligible for 


financial assistance. Public sector projects, which are set 
up as public limited companies, can also receive assis- 
tance from the I.F.C. on the same basis as industrial 
projects in the private sector. Financial assistance, on 
concessional terms, is available for setting up industrial 
projects in certain industrially less developed districts in 
the States/ Union Territories notified by the Central 
Government. 

Assistance may take the shape of long-term loans — 
both rupee and foreign currency; underwriting of equity, 
preference and debenture issues; subscribing to equity, 
preference and debenture capital; guaranteeing of defer- 
red payments in respect of machinery imported from 
abroad oT purchased in India and guaranteeing of loans 
raised in foreign currency from foreign financial institu- 
tions as also those raised in rupees from scheduled banks 
or State Co-operative Banks or floated in the public 
market. The resources of the LF.C. arc available for the 
setting up of new industrial projects as also for renova- 
tion, modernisation, expansion or diversification of exist- 
ing ones. 

Sources of Funds 

The main sources of funds of the I.F.C. , other than 
its own capital, retained earnings, repayment of loans and 
sale of investments, a ! re borrowings from the market by 
the issue of bonds, loans from the Central Government 
and foreign credits.

THE YEAR IN BRIEF 

During the year ended June 30, 1971, the Corporation 
approved financial assistance of Rs. 35.32 crores (gross) 
for 61 industrial projects compared to assistance of Rs. 
19.38 crores for 49 projects approved during the previous 
year. 

The aggregate cost of the 61 projects for which assis- 
tance was sanctioned during 1970-71 is estimated at 
about Rs. 190 drores. Of the projects assisted, 24 were 
new projects accounting for about 50% (Rs. 20.87 
crores) of the total sanctions for the year. 

The projects assisted during the year 1970-71 covered 
a wide range of industries, including priority industries 
like alloy steels, tractors, cement and aluminium* Other 
industries which claimed substantial assistance were 
sugar, synthetic fibres, iron & steel, electrical machinery, 
cotton textiles, and metal products. The sanctions, in 
respect of 61 projects, were spread over 13 States, Eleven 
approved projects in 7 States would be located in districts 
notified by the Central Government as backward or 
industrially less developed. Financial assistance extend- 
ed to such projects aggregated Rs. 8.32 crores, account- 
ing for about 24% of the total sanctions for the year. 

As in the previous year, during 1970-71 also, sugar 
and textile co-operatives claimed sizeable assistance, 
which was of the order of Rs. 9.15 crores being about 
26% of the total sanctions. The Corporation sanctioned 
assistance for 8 sugar co-operatives and 2 textile co-ope- 
ratives; four sugar co-operatives and one textile co-ope- 
rative, ate located in notified industrially less developed 
districts. 

Pursuance to the new policy of public sector undertak- 
ing eligible for assistance from the all-India financial 
institutions, two public sector projects were sanctioned 
loans for projects involving the manufacture of tele-com- 
munication cables and electrical equipment. 

The working tesults for the year disclose a higher in- 
come of Rs, 13.46 crores, compared with Rs. 12.82 
crores for the year 1969-70. The gross profit of Rs. 4.47 
crores registered an increase of Rs. 0.14 crore over the 
previous year. After making provision for taxation to 
the extent of Rs. 2.37 crores, the net profit, of Rs. 2.10 
crotes, was higher by Rs. 0.14 crore compared to pre- 
vious year. Additions made to reserves were to the 
extent of Rs, 1.69 crores, bringing the total reserves of 


the Corporation to Rs. 14.24 crores, which exceed the 
paid-up capital by Rs. 5.90 crores. ^ 

With a view to meeting the existing and future com- 
mitments on rupee loans, as also to reducing its depen- 
dence on boitowin^s from the Central Government, the 
Corporation made in November, 1970, a Bond issue for 
Rs. 4.50 crores. Including the permissible 10% of the 
amount issued, the Corporation was able to raise subs- 
criptions to the extent of Rs. 4.95 crores. 

During the year, a further line of credit for DM 10 
million from the Kreditanstalt of West Germany was 
allocated to the Corporation. An allocation of £ 1 

million under the UK/ India Capital investment Loan, 
1969 was also made to the Corporation. Documentation 
in connection with a further allocation of UK credit to 
the extent of £ 1 million under the UK/India Capital 
Investment Loan, 1971 is expected to be completed 
shortly. 

During the year, the Corporation raised its leading 
rates. The effective rate of interest on rupee loans was 
raised from 8% to 8i% p.a. with effect from the 5th 
December, 1970. The effective rate of interest on sub- 
loans to foreign currencies was increased from 8£% to 
9% p.a. with effect from the 27th February, 1971. 

A sub-office of the Corporation started functioning at 
Gauhati with effect from the 17th May, 1971. A Branch 
of the Corporation was opened at Ahmedabad on the 
18th August, 1971. Arrangements a!re under way for 
opening additional offices of the Corporation at Hydera- 
bad, Bangalore, Kanpur, Patna, Bhubaneshwar and 
Bhopal. Jt is hoped that with the opening of additional 
offices, the Corporation would be able to render better 
service to its existing and prospective clients

Vn?he bulk of the assistance sanctioned during the 
year, viz* Rs. 25.49 crorcs was, as usual, in the form of 
rupee loans Sanctions for the year of Rs. 35.32 crores 
v/ere higher by nearly 82% compared with the sanctions 
for the previous year of Rs. 19.38 crores. 

Assistance disbursed during the ycifr, of Rs. 17.35 
crores, was somewhat lower compared to disbursement 
of Rs. 18.05 crores in the previous year. The slight 
decline in disbursements confined mostly to rupee loans 
is due to the lower quantum of assistance sanctioned 
during the previous year. Disbursements under foreign 
currency loans actually showed a rise from Rs. 1.69 
crores in 1969-70 to Rs. 3|L0 crores in 1970-71.

4, As on the 30th June, 1970, 51 applications from 34 
concerns were pending with the Corporation for an aggre- 
gate amount of Rs. 127.99 crores including 17 applica- 
tions from 9 concerns involving Rs. 113.29 crores of 
assistance which was intended to be extended jointly with 
other institutions. During the year under review 96 fresh 
applications were received from 70 concerns, covering 
rupee and foreign currency loans, underwriting of share 
and debenture issues and guarantees for deferred pay- 
ments. In all, 88 applications from 61 concerns for a 
total assistance of Rs. 35.32 crores were sanctioned. 4 
applications for assistance could not be sanctioned. 20 
applications from 16 concerns were withdrawn either be- 
cause the applicant concerns modified, postponed or 
abandoned their schemes or failed to comply with the 
conditions relating to the grant of financial assistance. 
Further, the processing of 29 applications (from 29 con- 
cerns) could not be taken up as the applicant concerns had 
not furnished all the requisite information and data. 

At the end of the year, 41 applications from 28 con- 
cerns for assistance for an aggregate amount of Rs. 94.40 
crores were pending disposal. These included 9 applica- 
tions from 4 concerns for assistance aggregating Rs, 77.88 
crores, intended to be provided jointly with other insti- 
tutions; applications from two fertiliser projects alone 
accounted for an aggregate amount of Rs. 73.23 erodes. 
These could not be processed because some of the basic 
aspects of the projects remained to be sorted out before 
these could be considered ripe for appraisal. Amongst 
the pending applications, there were 10 from sugat co- 
operatives for assistance aggregating Rs. 10.27 crores 
and one from a co-operative spinning mill for Rs. 1.00 
crorc. Some of the applications from sugar co-opera- 
tive could not be taken up for appraisal because they had 
not been able to collect adequate share capital, because 
by the very nature the collection of share capital in their 
case is a gradual process. 

A detailed statement showing the number and amount 
of applications pending at the beginning of the year, 
applications deceived, sanctioned, rejected or withdrawn, 
and the amount disbursed, during the year to industrial 
units in the different States is attached as Appendix ‘A’ 
to the Report. 

Rupees Loans 

5. During the year, 46 rupee loans for an aggregate 
amount of Rs. 25.49 crores wete sanctioned, two applica- 


tions were declined, and thirteen applications were treat- 
ed us withdrawn. Disbursements during the year amount- 
ed to Rs. 13.18 crores. 

FOREIGN CURRENCY LOANS 

6. Foreign currency loans foV an aggragate amount 
equivalent to Rs. 5,61 crorcs were sanctioned during the 
year in respect of 22 applications. The currency-wise 
distribution of these loans is shown in Table 2.

Letters of Credit in foreign currencies for an aggregate 
amount equivalent to Rs. 2.40 crores were issued in 
favour of foreign machinery suppliers. Under the 
French Credit available with the Corporation, Letters of 
Commitment were issued in favour of Banque Francaise 
du Commerce Exterieur, Paris (BFCE), relating to two 
equipment contracts for an aggregate amount equivalent 
to Rs. 17,83 lakhs (FF 1.32 million). 

Disbursements during the year amounted to DM 12.18 
mil lion (Rs. 249.49 lakhs), US $ 0.57 million (Rs. 42.79 
(lakhs) and FF 1.29 million (Rs. 17,48 lakhs). 

UNDERWRITING OPERATIONS 

7. During the year, sanction was accorded in respect 
of 10 underwriting applications for an aggregate amount 
of Rs. 333.15 lakhs, comprising equity shares of 
Rs. 91.00 lakhs, preference shares of Rs. 42.15 lakhs 
and debentures of Rs. 200,00 lakhs. 

Ten issues (including two approved during the pre- 
vious year) underwritten by the Corporation for equity 
and preference shares of the amount of Rs. 79.00 lakhs 
and Rs. 39,90 lakhs respectively were placed on the 
market. The devolution in respect of them amounted 
to equity shares of Rs. 10.28 lakhs and preference shares 
of Rs. 34.89 lakhs. Of the 10 cases in respect of which 
underwriting operations were completed, one equity 
issue underwritten by the Corporation to the extent of 
Rs. 20 lakhs was fully subscribed by the public, in res- 
pect of 3 others involving underwriting by the Corpora- 
tion to the extent of Rs. 47.50 lakhs in equity shares and 
Rs. 17.65 lakhs in preference shares the equity portion 
was fully subscribed. The break-up of amounts under-

8. During the year, one application for an amount of 
Rs. 42.35 lakhs was sanctioned. Guarantees issued 
during the year amounted to Rs. 19:79 lakhs. 

INDUSTRY WISE DISTRIBUTION OF FINAN- 
CIAL ASSISTANCE SANCTIONED 

9. The industry-wise distribution of financial assistance 
sanctioned during the year undef- review is shown in 
table 4. It will be seen that coverage of industries has 
been quite comprehensive and many of them constitute 
key segments of the country’s economy. The principal 
beneficiaries were, in order of size, the sugar industry, 
synthetic fibres, iron and steel, electrical machinery, 
cotton textiles, metal products, motor vehicles and non- 
ferrous metals. 

The assistance of Rs. 8.29 crores sanctioned to the 
sugar industry was accounted for by eight units in the 


co-operative sector. In the case of colton textiles, 3* r 
spinning co-operative claimed Rs, 85.50 lakhs 
31.5%) of the total assistance of Rs, 2.73 crores Auc- 
tioned to this industry. These two spinning units repre- 
sent the first spinning enterprises to be set up in the co- 
operative sector in Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan; the 
one in Rajasthan has been located in a notified indus- 
trially backward district. Assistance sanctioned to sugar 
and textile co-operative aggregated Rs. 9.15 erdres, which 
constituted about 26% of the total assistance sanctioned 
during the year. 

Nylon filament yarn and polyester staple fibre among 
synthetic fibres, alloy steels transformers and tele-com- 
munication equipment, metal products, tractors and 
power tillers and aluminium in the non-ferrous metals 
group, were notable industries which received assistance 
during the year. Other industries assisted by the Cor- 
poration were manufacture of machinery, cement, chemi- 
cals, vegetable oil, coal, dehydration of vegetables, paper, 
hotel, wood and cotk, etc.

Assistance of the order of Rs. 20.87 crores (about 
59% of the total) was sanctioned to 24 new units, while 
the balance of Rs. 14,45 crores was sanctioned for ex- 
pansion, diversification and modernisation of existing 
undertakings. The total estimated capital cost of the 
projects in respect of which the Corporation sanctioned 
assistance during the year aggregated Rs. 190.42 crores; 
the Corporations assistance in relation to the total cost 
amounted to about 18.6%, 

STATE-WISE DISTRIBUTION OF FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE 

10. Table 5 shows the State-wise distribution of the 
financial assistance sanctioned by the Corporation during 
the year. 

The total financial assistance approved to the extent 
of Rs. 35.32 crores was in respect of 61 projects in 13 
States. Except for 3 States, all othets were beneficiaries 
of substantial assistance from the Corporation Industrial 
projects in 6 industrially less developed States, viz. 
Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajas- 
than and Uttar Pradesh were sanctioned assistance to the 
extent of Rs. 15,22 chores, representing 43% of the 
total. The projects in these States related to the manu- 


facture of sugar, cotton textiles, paper, synthetic fibres 
and yarn, power alcohol, alloy steel, aluminium, power 
tillers and hand tractors, auto-cycles, etc. 

Maharashtra claimed the largest sha!re of assistance 
(21.8%), mainly because of the assistance sanctioned 
to 3 sugar co-operatives aggregating Rs. 3.24 crores and 
Rs, 3. 00 crores to 3 other umts in the State for expan- 
sion of capacity for the manufacture of rolled bearing, 
dry battery cells and nylon filament yam. Assistance of 
the order of Rs. 4.49 crores was sanctioned to projects 
in Gujarat for the manufacture of nylon yarn, sugar and 
ball bearings. Mysore’s share of Rs, 2.60 crores (7.4%) 
went to sugar, cotton textiles and electrical machinery,, 
Projects in Tamil Nadu were in the cotton textiles, sugar 
and chemical industries. The principal beneficiary in 
Haryana was a project for the manufacture of agricul- 
tural tractors. Tne balance assistance of Rs. 1.56 crores 
(4.4%) was sanctioned to projects in other States. 

The names of concerns in each State to whom finan- 
cial assistance was sanctioned with particulars of the 
relative projects assisted are shown in Appendix ‘B’ of 
the Report.

PRIORITY PROJECTS ASSISTED DURING THE 
YEAR 

Project of National Importance 
alloy steel 

Tt is well-known that for the industrial development of 
the country, alloy steel is of paramount importance, In 
participation with other all-Tndia term-lending institutions, 
viz.. IDBI, ICICI, LIC and UTI, the Corporation sanctioned 
a rupee loan of Rs, 150 lakhs and extended assistance of 
underwriting and direct subscription to the share capital 
to the extent of Rs. 60 lakhs to Bihar Alloy Steels Ltd. 
The plant, to be set up at Patratu, near Ranchi, Bihar, 
will manufacture carbon and alloy construction steels, ball 
bearing steels, alloy tool and high speed steels in techni- 
cal and financial collaboration with two companies be- 
longing to the Schneider Group of France. 

Engineering 

A rupee loan of Rs. 100 lakhs was sanctioned to Anti- 
friction Bearings Corporation Ltd., which is engaged in 
the manufacture of Tapered and Cylindrical Roller 
Bearings and Ball Thrust Bearings. The Corporation's 
assistance is meant for the expanison of the manufac- 
turing capacity of the Company's existing plant at Lona- 
vala, Maharashtra, from 4,6 lakh nos. to 10 lakh nos. 
per annum of Cylindrical and Tapered Roller Bearings. 
With the growth of the engineering and transport indus- 
tries, the demand for Roller Bearings is on the increase 
and the Company's products would help meet the short- 
fall in this regard, 


Another unit in the ball bearing industry, for which 
financial assistance was approved, was Precision Bear- 
ings India Ltd. The Company was sanctioned a rupee 
loan of Rs. 85 lakhs and a sub-loan in DM equivalent 
to Rs. 5.61 lakhs. The financial assistance is for the im- 
plementation of an expansion scheme aimed at increas- 
ing the production of Ball and Roller Bearings at the 
Company s plant at Baroda. The concern is already 
manufacturing 67 types of Ball and Roller Bearings and. 
under the expansion scheme, it proposes to take up the 
manufacture of another 28 types of sophisticated nature 
which are at present being imported, 

A gricu l tu ral Mach i nery 


Jt has been recognised that there is an imperative need 
for increasing the production of tractors, a large number 
of which are being imported at present, In participation 
with TDBI, ICICI and USATD, the Corporation sanctioned 
to Escorts Tractors Ltd., a rupee loan of Rs. 60 lakhs 
and a sub-loan in DM equivalent to Rs 63.84 lakhs 
for a new project to be located at Faridabad, Haryana, 


aimed at the manufacture of 6,000 nos. of 46 H.P. trac- 
tors. The Company has been promoted by Escorts Ltd., 
a concern already assisted by the Corporation, in techni- 
cal and financial collaboration with the Ford Motor 
Company of U.S.A., who are entering into such a ven- 
ture, for the first time, in this country. The Company’s 
products will help bridge a vital gap in the economy. A 
notable feature of the project is that the Company would 
also he setting up centres for servicing and maintenance 
of tractors, thus providing considerable opportunities for 
employment of technical personnel in the field. Besides, 
the Company would be procuring about 69'% of the 
components from small and ancillary industries which 
would again provide employment for technically quali- 
fied persons. 

Another projects of importance to the agricultural sec- 
tor, assisted by the Corporation, which aims at the 
manufacture of 6,000 nos. of power tillers per annum is 
that of J.K. Satoh Agricultural Machines Ltd., Kanpur, 
the Corporation sanctioned to the Company, a rupee loan 
of Rs. 80 lakhs and an underwriting of Rs. 5 lakhs each 
of equity and preference shares. The project envisages 
technical and financial collaboration with the well-known 
Japanese firms of Satoh Agricultural Machine Manu- 
facturing Co. Ltd., and Sumitomo Shoji Kaisha Ltd., 
The Company would manufacture power tillers/hand 
tractors of smaller H.P. (7.5 H.P. and 8 to 11 H.P.) 
capable of using attachments and accessories for versatile 
applications. The tillers would be suitable for dry and 
wet land tilling, ploughing, ridging, pudding, levelling and 
haulage operations. As light-weight equipment, they 
arc expected to be popular for use in small land hold- 
ins. The project also envisages the setting-up of ancil- 
lary industries for manufacturing various components. A 
programme for the development of small scale industry 
has already been drawn up and a good number of quali- 
fied unemployed engineers are intended to be absorbed. 
The Company has also set up a training school for train- 
ing operating personnel and technical staff for after-sales 
Service. 

Synthetic Fibres 

With inadequate production of cotton in the country 
in relation to requirements and changes in tastes and 
habits of consumers, the demand for man-made fibres 
for clothing has increased considerably in recent years. 
The manufacture of synthetic or non-cellulosic fibres is 
also considered desirable to the extent it would obviate 
the^ imports of cotton. During the year, the Comoration 
assisted, in participation with othe?r all-Tndia financial 
instiutions, a new project to he set up by Swadeshi Poly- 
tex Ltd., at Ghaziabad, U.P., for the manufacure of 
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6,100 tonnes/anmima of ployster fibre in technical col- 
laboration with Vickcrs-Ziramer of West Germany. The 
Corporation approved for this project a rupee loan of 
Rs. 50 lakhs and sub-loan of DM equivalent to Rs. 100 
lakhs and the facility of underwriting to the extent of 
Rs, 20 lakhs. 

In the field of manufacture of nylomb, the Corpora- 
tion assisted two projects, one being new. A sub-loan 
in DM equivalent to Rs. 100 lakhs was approved for 
Garware Nylons Ltd., for implementing a scheme of 
expanision. In the other case, the Corporation approved 
a rupee loan of Rs. 50 lakhs, a sub-loan in DM equi- 
valent to Rs. 100 lakhs, underwriting of equity and pre- 
ference shares to the extent of Rs. 8 lakhs and Rs. 15 
lakhs respectively and a guarantee for deferred pay- 
ments to the extent of Rs. 42,35 lakhs for a new nylon 
project undertaken by Gujarat Polyamides Ltd., at 
Uddhana, near Surat in Gujarat. 

Public sector Undertakings 

An important project in the public sector for which 
assistance was approved during the year relates to the 
manufacture of paper insulated tele-communication cab- 
les with an installed capacity of 1,000 kilometres per 
annum, by Traco Cable Co, Ltd., a Kerala Government 
undertaking, The Company is engaged since 1965 in 
the manufacture of PVC insulated armoured and un- 
arm cured heavy duty electric cables including flexibles 
upto 1.1 K.V. with copper /aluminium conductors, PVC 
insulated wires and flexibles and bare aluminium conduc- 
tors like A AC and ACSR. The project located at Irim- 
panam, Ernakulam District, envisages diversification of 
the lines of manufacture as mentioned above. It would 
help relieve the existing shortage of telephone cables in 
the country and would help the installation of more tele- 
phone* bv Government, thus enabling communication 
facilities being developed in the rural and urban areas. 

The Corporation sanctioned a loan of Rs. 75 lakhs fas 
part of the loan assistance of Rs. 250 lakhs applied for 
bv the Company from all -India financial institutions) to 
NGEF Ltd., Bangalore, a company promoted by the State 
Government of Mysore and engaged in the manufacture 
of switchgears and boards, transformers and electric 
motors. The project aims at setting up a plant for 
diversifying its production by taking up the manufacture 
of 10,000 nos, of silicon diodes (for rectifiers) per 
annum and also production for captive consumption of 
transformer laminations 1,300 metric tonnes per annum, 
motor stampings with a capacity of 1,100 metric tonnes 
per annum and copper wire drawing with a capacity of 
600 metric tonnes per annum. The scheme also aims at 
acquisition of certain balancing equipment for strengthen- 
ing the existing lines of production. NGEF is one of 
the important undertakings of the State Government and 
has been set no with technical collaboration of AEG- 
Telcfnnken of West Germany, who have also participated 
in the Company’s equity. The Conipanv has also received 
substantial loan assistance under the KFW line of credit 
available with Government. This Company is exporting 
its products, viz switchgears, transformers and electric 
motors to several countries including West Germany and. 
has large export orders awaiting execution. The scheme, 
when implemented, would help meet the gao in the 
manufacture of an important product, viz. high rated 
'nowe r diodes for the electrical industry, apart from eerv- 
the interests of a variety of other industries, where 
the Company’s products are used. 

Projects in industrially less developed Districts! Areas 

A project of high national priority, for which assistance 
was approved during the year, would be located in lev- 
pore in the backward district of Koramif Orissa The 
project is being taken up by the Aluminium Corporation 


of India Ltd. (a company already assisted by tfie Cor- 
poration) to whom the Corporation has sanctioned a 
rupee Joan of Rs. 170 lakhs, The project envisages the 
setting-up of a new integrated aluminium plant with an 
annual installed capacity of 15,000 tonnes of metal, of 
which 7,000 tonnes will be converted into aluminium 
rods. Location of the project in Koraput. would not only 
provide employment to about 2,400 persons in that less 
developed area, but also would lead to the growth oi in- 
frastructure facilities. It will further lead to the estab- 
lishment of several ancillary-industries, which may come 
lip after the plant goes on stream. 

Another project worthy of note is that of Lakshmi 
Auto Cycles Ltd., for which a loan of Rs. 75 lakhs and 
the facility of underwriting of equity shares to the extent 
of Rs. 10 lakhs was approved during the year. The pro- 
ject aims at the sctting-Up of a plant for the manufac- 
ture of autocycles with an installed capacity of 50,000 
nos, per annum in Koraput, a notified backward district 
in Orissa. The project has been virtually promoted by 
two professional engineers, who will look after the day- 
to-day operations. A notable feature of the project is 
that it would not depend on any foreign know-how for 
the the manufacture of autocycles (Mopcds) and the 
product would be low priced so as to be within the reach 
of consumers in the lower middle class. The project also 
envisages the establishment of a number of ancillary in- 
dustries, which would be engaged in the manufacture of 
components required for the autocycle. The scheme is 
thus considerably employment oriented. 

Note may also be taken of the assistance approved dur- 
ing year for the first co-operative spinning venture in the 
State of Rajasthan being located in Bhilwara, a notified 
backward district in the vStatc. The Corporation has 
sanctioned a rupee loan of Rs. 45.50 lakhs to the Raja- 
sthan Co-operative Spinning Mills Ltd,, promoted by the 
cotton growers of Bhilwara District and adjoining districts 
in Rajasthan. The project envisages the seting-up of a 
cotton spinning mill with a complement of 12,960 spindles 
for the manufacture of cotton yarn. This co-operative 
society has been promoted with the active support and 
guidance of the State Government with a view to enabling 
the cotton growers of the area to get a better return for 
the produce and to induce them to increase the area 
under cultivation and yield of cotton. 

As part of the larger assistance approved bv TDBI and 
the State Bank of India, a rupee loan of Rs, 26.63 lakhs, 
a sub-loan in DM equivalent to Rs. 3.37 lakhs and the 
facility of direct subscription to equity shares to the 
extent of Rs. 5 lakhs was sanctioned to the Textile Cor- 
poration of Marathwada Ltd. (TEXCOM), promoted bv 
the Marathwada Development Corporation Ltd. (MDC), 
a wholly-owned enterprise of the Maharashtra Govern^ 
ment, set no to promote the economic development of 
the under-developed Marathwada region of the State. 
MDC has sponsored a composite project for the manu- 
facture of bleached, dyed and printed varieties of cotton 
textiles. The project involves the setting-up of 2,304 
oowerlooms. a pre-wcaving unit and a processing unit, 
The pre -weaving and the processing units are" being 
put up at Nanded, an under-developed district. The 
powerlooms would be operated by 24 co-operative socie- 
ties (each owning 96 power-looms) of local weavers, 
spread over five districts (viz. Aurangabad. Parbham, 
Nanded. Bhir and Osmanabad). 

Projects sponsored by new Entrepreneurs and Techno- 
logists 

Mention may be made of the assistance approved dur- 
the year for Premier Synthetic Processors Ltd Bom- 
hav a company promoted by a qualified textile techno- 
logist. The Proieot envisage* the setting-up of a proeess- 
Plant near Bombay for finishing and dyeing of about 
S.-00 metres /day of grey synthetic woven and knitted 
fabrics. With several new plants coming up in the conn- 
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try for the manufacture of nylon and polyester fibre, con- 
sumption of synthetic fibres is expected to increase 
considerably. Establishment of a unit for processing 
synthetic fabrics, particularly in a textile centre like 
Bombay, is u step in the right direction. 

The Corporation also sanctioned a rupee loan of Rs. 10 
lakhs, a guarantee for deferred payments to the extent 
of Rs. 4.71 lakhs and the facility of underwriting of 
equity and preference shares to the extent of Rs. 5 lakhs 
and Rs. 2 lakhs respectively to the Excelsior Plants Cor* 
porution Ltd., a company promoted by a few young 
technicians for setting-up a factory at Faridabad 
(Haryana) for fabrication of plants for the manufacture 
of mechanised bricks, ceramics and special types of tiles 
with an installed capacity of 25 plants per annum. The 
project is being implemented in technical collaboration 
with industrial Export, Rumania. The brick and the mak- 
ing plants fabricated by the company would enable the 
units installing the same to produce by modern methods 
high quality bricks and tiles for building construction and 
other industrial uses. The Company has plans to under- 
take turn-key jobs of installing brick malting plants as 


required by Jts customers and would aTso place at their 
disposal trained technical personnel to ensure smooth 
operations; thus, the project is employment-oriented as 
well.

11. Statistics relating to the aggregate financial assist- 
ance sanctioned and disbursed by the Corporation since 
its inception in July, 1948, have been given on page 9. 
The total net assistance sanctioned upto the 30th June, 
1971 amounted to Rs. 365.67 crores covering in all 1160 
applications and 527 industrial projects. Disbursements 
up to the said date added upto Rs. 318.76 crores, of which 
cash disbursement were of the order of Rs. 267.78 crores. 
The total amount of assistance outstanding as at the dose 
of the year unde£ review was Rs. 198.13 crores.

The Corporation had opened Letters 
of Credit for DM 76.77 million and US $ 26,86 million 
(total Rs. 35.32 crores) in favour of foreign machinery 
suppliers upto the said date. Besides, down payments 
for FF 0.19 million equivalent to Rs. 2.76 lakhs had been 
made to the BFCE (Paris) and 13 Letters of Commit- 
ment to the extent of FF 12.11 million (Rs. L66 crores) 
had been issued to them. Currency-wise, disbursements 
made upto the 30th June, 1971 amounted to DM 70.27 
million, US 5 26.76 million and FF 11.33 million (total 
Rs. 35.47 crores).

15. Upto the 30th June, 197), the Corporation had 
sanctioned 179 applications for the underwriting of 
equity shares, preference shares and debentures for a 
net aggregate amount of Rs, 29.01 crorcs. Equity 
shares accounted for Rs. 11.22 crores, preference shares 
for Rs. 7.06 crores, and debentures for Rs. 10.73 crores. 
In addition, 14 applications for firm subscription for 
Rs. 66,09 lakhs (Rs, 53.60 lakhs in equity shares and 
Rs. 12.49 lakhs in preference shares)— including Rights 
Issues which had devolved in pursuance of underwriting 
obligations assumed by the Corporation earlier — had 
been sanctioned upto the 30th June, 1971. 

The Corporation had signed underwriting agreements 
in 174 cases for an aggregate sum of Rs, 26.67 crores. 
Operations in 173 cases for Rs. 26.44 crores had been 
completed upto the 30th June, 1971, 12 issues under- 

written by the Corporation for Rs. 2.36 crores were 
fully subscribed by the public. As for the remaining 
161 issues involving an aggregate commitment of 
Rs. 24.08 crores, the Corporation was called upon to 
take up shares and debentures to the extent of Rs. 20.65 
crores; the devolution on the Corporation in aggregate 
terms was about 78%.

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The industry-wise and state-wise distribution of the net 
financial assistance sanctioned upto the 30th June, 1971 
is given in Appendices 4 C(i)’ and ‘C(ii)' respectively to 
this Report. In Appendix T)\ the net financial assistance 
has been classified according to the amounts sanctioned 
to various industrial concerns. Appendix 4 E' shows the 
industry-wise distribution of the net financial assistance 
sanctioned in each State, as on the 3t)th June, J 97 1 . 

Of the total net assistance aggregating Rs. 365.67 crores 
sanctioned by the Corporation upto the 30th June, 1971, 
assistance of the order of Rs. 233.28 crores was extended 
to new undertakings and the balance assistance of 
Rs. 132.39 crores to existing units for expansion, 
modernisation or diversification into other lines of pro- 
duction. The total cost of the 527 projects for which 
the Corporation has so far extended financial assistance 
has been of the order of Rs. 1612 crores, which is an 
index of the over-all resources, mobilised for the comple- 
tion of the projects. 

ASSISTANCE TO INDUSTRIAL COOPERATIVES 

19. Tn accordance with the objectives laid down in 
the successive Plans and in pursuance of Central Gov- 


ernment's policies, the Corporation has extended sizeable 
assistance to industrial co-operatives, engaged particular^ 
in the manufacture of sugar and cotton textiles. 

Upto the 30th June, 1971, financial assistance had been 
sanctioned to 98 industrial co-operativcs amounting to 
Rs. 77.31 crores, distributed over 74 sugar co-operatives 
(Rs. 65.87 crores), 22 cotton spinning co-operativcs 
(Rs. 1043 crores, one co-operative jute mill (Rs, 78.50 
lakhs) and a co-operative unit for the extraction of vege- 
table oil (Rs. 22.50 lakhs). Disbursements aggregated 
Rs. 65.59 crores. 

The state-wise and industry-wise distribution of indus- 
trial co-operatives financed by the Corporation upto the 
30th June, 1971, is shown in Table 11. 

it will be seen that Maharashtra occupied the foremost 
position so far as assistance to industrial co-operativcs 
is concerned, followed by Mysore, Andhra Pradesh, Tamil 
Nadu, Gujarat and Uttar Pradesh. 

It will be of interest to note that the financial assistance 
sanctioned to industrial co-operatives represents about 
32% of the total rupee loan assistance sanctioned by the 
Corporation.

The Corporation’s assistance to the cooperative sector 
has to be seen in the broader perspective of encouraging 
industrial co-operatives which has been accepted as a 
national policy. The impact of the Corporation’s finan- 
cial assistance to industrial co-operatives on the economy, 
as a whole, can be gauged from the fact that it has been 
instrumental in mobilising resources of the order of 
Rs. 160.74 crores, being the aggregate estimated project 
cost of 98 cooperative units, the Corporation's share of 
assistance being as high us—-48.1%. The extent to which 
savings in the agricultural sector have been mobilised for 
productive purposes is evident from the fact that in res- 
pect of 74 co-operative sugar factories, producer mem- 
bers had contributed a sum of about Rs. 34.41 crores as 
share capital, contribution from others (viz. non-producer 
members, co-operative institution and the rest) amounted 
to Rs 3.52 crores and the assistance by way of share 
capital from the Stale Governments totalled Rs J7.09 
crores. In addition, a sum of Rs, 19.78 crores had been 
collected by co-operative sugar factories, which have gone 
into production, by way of non-rcfundable deposits out 
ol the price of sugarcane payable to the growers. 


With continuing accent on the promotion of industrial 
cooperatives, the Corporation is expected to assume still 
larger responsibilities jn the development of this sector 
of the economy as an agency for providing long-term 
financial assistance. 


ASSISTANCE TO INDUSTRIALLY LESS DEVELOP- 
ED STATES/AREAS 

20. In recent years, attention has been focused on the 
removal of regional imbalances in the economy and on 
the need for fostering industrial growth in less develoted 
States/areas. The Corporation has already extended 
sizeable financial assistance to industrial undertakings in 
he States/ areas generally considered to be industrially 
less developed. Of the total assistance of the order of 
Ks 365.67 crores sanctioned for 527 projects upto the 
end of the year under review, roughly 33.3% of the 
assistance, i.e., Rs. 121,80 crores, spread over 149 in- 
dustrial units, was accounted for bv Andhra Pradesh, 
Assam Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Meghalaya, Orissa. 
Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh. Andaman & Nicobar Islands 
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and GoEt, which have been classified as less developed or 
backward States/ areas. 

/nrfftfZrial Fintincc Corporation of India 

It has been recognised that for bringing about balanced 
regional development, attention has to be directed 1° 
selected districts/ areas, rather than a State as a whole. 
Accordingly, the Central Government has notified, m 
consultation with the State Governments and the Plann- 
ing Commission, certain districts in the States/ areas as 
qualifying for the concessions extended by the all-India 
term-lending financial institutions to industrial projects 
that may be located in them* The districts/ areas notified 
by the Central Government upto the 30th June, 1971 
are shown in Appendix k H’ The financial assistance sanc- 
tioned by the Corporation to 103 industrial projects set- 
up/ proposed to be set up in the districts /areas, that 
have now been notified by the Central Government, 
aggregated Rs. 7433 crores, covering in all $7 districts 
and 3 Union Territories. It may be mentioned that the 
concessions offered by the Corporation are applicable 
to new projects that may be set up in the notified districts/' 
areas. The concessions that have already been announced 
by the Corporation on the 23rd July, 1970. are shown 
in Appendix T. 

ASSISTANCE TO NEW ENTREPRENEURS AND 
TECHNOLOGISTS 

21. The Corporation has continued to give special 
attention to industrial concerns which are promoted by 
new entrepreneurs and technologists. Over the years, 
the Corporation has assisted quite a number of industrial 
projects promoted by new entrepreneurs and technologists 
m industries such as engineering, textiles, chemicals, 
sugar, cement, paper and paper boards, rubber products, 
glass, hotels, etc. 

ASSISTANCE TO PUBLIC SECTOR UNDERTAKINGS 

22, As was mentioned in last year’s Report, the Cen- 
tral Government., has authorised the Corporation to enter- 
tain applications for financial assistance from public sec- 
tor undertakings (irrespective of the extent of Govern- 
ment’s shareholdings in them) on the same basis us 
applications front private sector concern. Public sector 
undertakings, which are incorporated as public limited* 
companies, arc thus eligible to apply to the Corporation 
for financial assistance for expansion, modernisation, or 
diversification or for the setting-up of new projects. 

During the year under review, the Corporation sanc- 
tioned financial assistance aggregating Rs, 1.80 crores 
to two public sector undertakings. Taking into account, 
also the financial assistance extended to public sector 
undertakings in the previous years (with the specific 
approval of Government ip each case), thq net sanctions 
to 5 concerns (in which the Central/ State Government’s 
participation in equity capital is above 51%) unto June 
30, 1971 totalled Rs, 6.42 crores. 

CRITERIA AND PROCEDURE ADOPTED FOR 
GRANT OP FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 

23. Under the IFC Act, the Corporation* in the dis- 
charge of its functions, is required to act on business 
principles, due regard being had to the interests of in- 
dustry, commerce and the general public. 

As the industrial projects seeking assistance are in the 
nature of business risks, the Corporation examines them 
jn the light ot several factors involved, viz, the relative 
industrial and national priority of the project in the 
economy of the country, the technical, financial and 
economic viability ot the project, the experience and 
probity of the promoters and their own financial contri- 
bution to the project cost, the quality of management, 
and the adequacy and competence of the technical, finan- 


cial and administrative personnel, during the construction 
and operation of the project. 

The Corporation's approach is project-oriented and 
us such, the technical, the financial, the managerial and 
the economic aspects ot a project require detailed 
evaluation. 

In examining the technical aspects, lor example, such 
aspects as the feasibility of the technical process selected, 
the location of the project, the specifications of plant and 
equipment and the reputation and experience of the 
machinery suppliers, arrangements for securing the techni- 
cal know-how and training of personnel and labour, plant 
layout, arrangements for utilities required and n review 
of the projected construction schedule, are carefully con- 
sidered. A scrutiny of the financial aspects of a project 
involves an assessment of its cost, an appraisal of the 
working capital required, the sources of finance such as 
share capital, long-term loans, arrangements for meeting 
the foreign exchange cost, deferred payments for plant 
and machinery and internal accruals, in the case of exist- 
ing undertakings. Again, it is necessary to ensure that 
the project has a satisfactory equity : debt ratio, the 
promoters’ contribution to the project costs is adequate 
and the projections of profitability are realistic so that 
the long-term debts can be properly serviced and a rea- 
sonable return is assured to the shareholders. 

The sturdy of the managerial aspects aims at ensuring 
that the concern has a proper management set-up and has 
a competent Board of Directors as also the required quali- 
fied and experienced technical and administrative per- 
sonnel. The economic and social aspects of a project 
such as the market outlook, the employment potential 
and the capacity to create a climate for industrialisation 
in a relatively under-developed or backward area arc 
also taken note of. 

24, Alter a detailed technical -c urn-financial appraisal 
of the project has been made by the technical and finan- 
cial stall of the Corporation, the views of the appropriate 
Advisory Committee, which consists of experts drawn 
from the public and private sectors having specialised 
knowledge of the particular industry, are invited. There- 
after, the Board of Directors of the Corporation takes a 
decision on each case after taking into account the re- 
commendations of the Advisory Committee. A reference 
to the Advisory Committee, is however, dispensed with, 
where assistance is required not for any new project, as 
such, but for acquisition of plant and machinery by way 
of modernisation, balancing equipment or marginal ex- 
pansion, in the case of large projects involving joint 
financing with other all-India financial institutions such 
as, the IDBI, the ICICI, the LIC, and the UTI, mutual 
consultations are held at regular intervals at inter-institu- 
tional meetings or at special conferences. To expedite 
processing of requests for financial assistance in such 
cases, generally, joint technical and financial appraisals 
are carried out by teams of officers of participating in- 
stitutions. 

25. It will be recalled that pursuant fo the recommenda- 
tions of the Industrial Licensing Policy Inquiry Com- 
mittee, the Central Government decided in February, 
1970 to make certain changes in the policy in regard to 
assistance from public financial institutions. With the 
acceptance ol the joint-sector concept in principle, it 
was decided that there should be a greater degree of 
participation in management, particularly at policy levels, 
m the case of the major projects involving substantial 
assistance from public financial institutions. "Government 
also decided that public financial institutions should also, 
as part of their financial assistance arrangements, exercise 
op ion for converting loans given and debentures issued 
,n Bifurc, cither wholly or partly, into equity within a 
specified period of time. As for loans and debentures 
given in the past, the financial institutions concerned 
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should have discretion to negotiate conversion in cases 
of default. 

The Central Government have recently issued detailed 
guidelines on Government decisions on the recommenda- 
tions of the Industrial Licensing Policy Inquiry Com- 
mittee in regard to policies to be followed by the long- 
term financial institutions for conversion of loans into 
equity and for nomination of directors on the boards of 
the assisted concerns. These guidelines have been issued 
to the all-India financial institutions, viz. Industrial 
Development Bank, of India (IDB1), Industrial Credit 
and Investment Corporation of India Ltd, (IClCl), Life 
Insurance Corporation of India (LIC), Unit Trust 
of India (UTI) and the Industrial Finance Corporation ot 
India (IFCI). 

In terms of these guidelines, it has become obligatory 
on the financial institutions to normally stipulate a con- 
dition for option to convert a portion of the loan into 
equity in all cases where the aggregate financial assist- 
ance exceeds Rs. 50 lakhs. In all cases where the 
a g£ re £ a te financial assistance to an industrial concern 
exceeds Rs. 25 lakhs but does not exceed Rs. 50 lakhs, 
the condition for incorporation of the convertibility 
clause may be stipulated at the discretion of the finan- 
cial institutions. In exercising the discretion, all material 
factors will have to be taken into consideration besides 
the normal commerical ones, such as whether the assisted 
concern forms part of the ‘core sector* as classified by 
the Government from time to time, or is a defence-oriented 
industry, or an industry producing essential items of 
mass consumption, In cases where the aggregate finan- 
cial assistance to one industrial concern docs not exceed 
Rs. 25 lakhs, condition for conversion of a part of the 
loan into equity need not be written as a measure of 
policy unless the financial institutions themselves so de- 
cide on commercial grounds, 

The condition for conversion of the whole or part 
ol the loan into equity will not apply to sub-loans in 
foreign currency granted by the Indian financial institu- 
tions to industrial concerns out of foreign currency lines 
of credit made available by foreign institutions directly 
to Indian financial institutions for sub-lcuding. How- 
ever, the convertibility clause shall apply to all appropriate 
loan agreements/debenture issues covering rupee assist- 
ance from the financial institutions to industrial con- 
cerns to enable the latter to purchase foreign exchange 
from foreign lines of credit operated by the Government 
of India or from any other source abroad. 

The terms of conversion of Joans/ deventures into 
equity capital such as, the quantum of the loan to he 
converted, the issue price of the share, the stage or 
stages at which conversion option might be exercised, 
the period during which the option would remain open, 
the period of notice if any, to be given for exercise of 
the option, etc., will be negotiated in each case and will 
be incorporated in the loan agreement. In settling the 
terms, due consideration will be given to factors such as 
nature and importance of the industry, the likelv gesta- 
tion period of the project, the debt-equity gearing, the 
projected profit potential, the prospects of expansion, etc. 
In the case of existing companies with reserves created 
out of past profits, in fixing the issue price of the share, 
consideration will be given lo factors such as market 
value of the share, the break-up value of the share, 
dividend record, current and projected profitability, etc. 

Where the convertibility clause is stipulated, the Com- 
pany concerned has to obtain the approval of its share- 
holders and of Central Government to the terms of 
conversion under the provisions of Section 81 (T) of 
the Companies Act, 

During the financial year of the Corporation ended 
the 30th June, 1971, the Corporation has stipulated a 
condition for conversion of loan equity at the option of 


the Corporation in respect of 21 concerns to whom 
rupee loans were sanctioned during the year, Out oLSjrie 
21 concerns mentioned above, the terms and conditions 
of the conversion have been finalized in 16 cases. 

Under the aforesaid guidelines, the all-India financial 
institutions including the Corporation are required to 
nominate their respresentatives, officials and non-officials, 
on the Boards of all assisted concerns where substantial 
financial assistance has been sanctioned and where the 
convertibility clause has been incorporated in the agree- 
ments for financial assistance. 

26. After financial assistance is sanctioned by the 
Board of Directors of the Corporation, a Letter of Intent 
is issued to the applicant communicating the sanction, in 
principle, of the tacility applied for and also indicating 
broadly the main terms and conditions governing the 
same, Thereafter, the borrower is required to execute 
a Loan Agreement and other documents of security, 
which have been standardised and printed. 

Disbursements start only after completion of legal for- 
malities and on compliance with conditions precedent to 
disbursement loans as incorporated in the relative. Loan 
Agreement. The legal formalities have, however, been 
considerably simplified to minimise delays. Subsequent 
disbursements are made according to the requirements 
of the project after verification of the progress made in its 
implementation and utilization of earlier releases of loan, 
etc. 

Both during the construction period of a project and 
after its implementation, the Corporation maintains pro- 
per folio w-up, An assisted concern is required to sub- 
mit regular progress reports in the prescribed forms as 
also its audited balance sheets. The officers of the Cor- 
poration inspect the project from time to time to verify 
its physical and financial progress, and to offer the guicL 
anec that may be required. After the project has gone 
on stream, inspections at regular intervals by the techni- 
cal and financial officers of the Corporation continue. 

RESOURCES 

nonets 

27. In November, 1970, with a view to augmenting its 
resources, the Corporation placed on the market a Bonds 
Issue for Rs. 4.50 crores with a maturity period of 12. 
years. The Bonds were issued, at par, and the rate of 
interest offered was 5£% p.a. Including the permissible 
10'% of the amount of the issue, the total amount of the 
Bonds allotted w r as Rs. 4.95 crores. With this issue, the 
aggregate amount of Bonds outstanding at the end of the 
year was Rs, 57.69 crores. 

Borrowings from the Centred Government 

28. As on the 30th June, 1970, loans outstanding from 
the Central Government stood at Rs. 79.61 crores. 
During the year under review, no amount was borrowed 
from Government while a sum of Rs. 2.29 crores was re- 
paid, the balance outstanding at the end of the year being 
Rs. 77.32 crores. This amount represents the loans raised 
from the Central Government between the years 1959- 
60 and 1968*69, As in the previous year, no budgetary 
allocation of funds was made for the Corporation for the 
year 1970-71. 

Borrowings from the Reserve Bank of India 

29. As in the past, borrowings from the Reserve Bank 
of India were availed of for temporary periods during 
the year, when considered necessary. As on the 30th 
•Tune, 1971, fhe outstandings under this head amounted 
to Rs, 1.24 crores, which have since been cleared. Fol- 
lowing the increase, in Bank Rate from 5 to 6% with 
effect from the 8th January, 1971, the rate of interest on 
these borrowings was 6% per annum. 
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Borrowings in Foreign Cur 


rencies 


30. In October, 1970, n further loan of DM 10 mil- 
lion, being the 9th Jine of credit, was allocated to the 
Corporation under an Inter-Governmental Agreement 
signed on the 19th November, 1970, between the Govern- 
ments of the Federal Republic of Germany and India. 
The relative agreement between the Corporation and the 
Kreditanstalt was signed on the '22nd June, 1971. As 
at the close of the year, the total amount of West German 
credit available with the Corporation amounted to DM 
1 1 2.5 million, against which the Corporation had sanc- 
tioned sub-loans to the extent of DM 105.04 million. DM 
lines of credit are now fully convertible, that is, they can 
he utilised for the import of capital goods, engineering 
know-how and services, etc., from countries such as 
the USA, the UK, Italy, France, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Japan, etc,, in addition to West Germany, except 
certain countries specifically excluded. 


Under the UK/India Capital Investment Loan, 1969, 
the Government of India allocated to the Corporation in 
September, 1970, £ 1 million to enable it to finance the 
import of capital goods from the UK by cligibilc industrial 
concerns. Against this line of credit, sub-loans for an 
aggregate amount of £ 0,12 million (Rs, 21.50 iakhs) 
have been sanctioned. Documentation in connection with

a further allocation of UK Credit to the extent of £ 1 
million under the UK/India Capital Investment Loan, 
1971 is expected to be completed shortly. 

The total value of the French credit available to the 
Corporation from Banquc Francaise tin Commerce Ex- 
icrieur, Paris, amounted to FF 15 million and sub-Joans 
sanctioned there against totalled FF 12.97 million. The 
two lines of credit aggregating $ 26.88 million that the 
United States Agency for International Development had 
extended to the Corporation have been fully committed. 

Upto the 30th June, 1971* the Corporation had repaid 
DM 10.58 million in respect of the first two loans of 
DM 15 million and DM 25 million from the Kreditanstalt, 
US $ 14.35 million in respect of the two USAID loans 
and FF 3.32 million in respect of the BFCE credit.

It will be seen from the tuble that the disbursements 
of financial assistance, in cash, amounted to Rs. 17.15 
crores as compared with Rs, 17.71 crores in the preced- 
ing year, Thus the level of disbursements was more or 
less maintained in spite of lower sanctions to the extent 
of Rs. 19.38 crores in the previous year. The provision 
.for taxation for the year under review was Rs. 2.37 
crores. For financing its operations, the Corporation did 
not borrow, for the second year in succession, anv funds 
from the Central Government and raised Rs. 4.95 crores 
from the market by ah issue of Ronds. 


PROGRESS OF REPAYMENTS 

33. Tables 12 and 13 show the amounts which were 
due by way of interest on loans and instalments of prin- 
cipal and the amounts that were realised during each 
ol the last five years. They also show the amounts in 
default at the end of each of those years. The interest 
in default of Rs. 550.75 lakhs and the principal in de- 
fault of Rs. 498.03 lakhs as on the 30th June, 1971, 
amounted to 3.45% and 3.13% respectively of the 
total outstanding loans of Rs. 159.41 crores.

35. The number of cotton textile concerns in default 
rose from 14 to 21 during the year. The amount in de~ 
fault recorded a further increase because most of the 
concerns, which were in default during the previous year, 
were again unable to meet their commitments during 
the current year. In keeping with the unfavourable con- 
ditions prevailing in the cotton textile industry, these 
concerns failed to improve their performance. It is 
well-known that profitability in the cotton textile industry 
in the country during the past few years has been adver- 
sely affected by a steep rise in the cost of the raw mate- 
rials and manufacturing costs without a commensurate 
increase in the sales realisation. Apart from other di- 
fficulties such as over-runs in the project costs due to de- 
lays in implementation, shortage of working capital, ine- 
fficient management and labour troubles, operations of 
some of the units were affected by lack of adequate and 
regular power supply. Necessary relief was granted to 
some of the concerns by way of rescheduling and post- 
poning payments of instalments of principal. At the same 
time, follow-up action was intensified in the form of 
more frequent inspections and dialogues with the pro- 
moters and exchange of view with other financial in- 
stitutions and commercial banks in order to have better 
appreciation of the deficiencies or difficulties of these 
concerns. In a few cases, recourse had to be taken to 
law against some of the concerns in order to safeguard 
the interests of the Corporation. 

36. Though the output of sugar in the country during 
the crushing season 1970-71 was around 37 lakh tonnes 
as compared with the peak production of 42.62 lakh 
tonnes registered during 1969-70, the working results 
of some of the sugar factories were affected by accumula- 
tion of large stocks of sugar held by them with consequent 
pressure on their liquid resources. The number of de- 
faulting concerns, therefore, went up from 5 to 7, the 
interest in default from Rs. 56.40 lakhs to Rs. 82.05 lakhs 
and the amount of principal in default from Rs 24.50 
lakhs to Rs. 39.00 lakhs. 

37. The profitability of the paper industry as a whole 
continued to he satisfactory in the wake of de-control 
of prices, which came about in 1968 and 1969. Some 
of the concerns assisted bv the Corporation, however, 
continued to be in default for reasons peculiar to the 

Reference was made in the last year’s report to 
efforts in rehabilitating one of the projects in which the 
Corporation has a large stake. The concern has since 
approached the alMndia long-term financial institutions 
16— 369GT/71 


for financial assistance for implementing a scheme of 
expansion, which is under the active consideration of the 
institutions. In another case, legal action has results in 
a commissioner for mortgaged properties being appointed 
and further steps are being taken for realisation of the 
Corporation’s dues by sale of its assets. 

38. Ceramics and refractories fared better during the 
year as a result of rise in the tempo of demand from 
steel and other industries. Though the units assisted by 
the Corporation also recorded some improvement in their 
working results, they failed to clear, the arrears of ins- 
talments of interest and principal. In one case, though a 
small amount was paid to the Corporation towards 
arrears, it would take quite some time before the under- 
taking could be regarded to have recovered completely 
from the effects of recession. In another case, the Com- 
pany is under liquidation the Corporation has taken 
legal action and under the orders of the Court, assets 
have been put on sale. 

39. The concern engaged in the manufacture of hard 
board to which reference was made in the last year’s 
report continued to be in default during the year, though 
it recorded an improvement in its sales, both domestic 
and export. The Company continued to experience di- 
fficulties in marketing its products due to transport di- 
fficulties, Some further relief may have to be considered 
to enable the Company to retrieve its position. 

40. The number of assisted concerns in the engineer- 
ing industry which failed to meet their commitments to 
the Corporation during the year increased from 10 to 12. 
Though, there has been some revival in the engineering 
industry, some of the assisted concerns engaged in the 
manufacture of machinery, machine tools, steel struc- 
tural and small tools continued to have unsatis- 
factory operations. A few others, including some large 
ones in the Eastern region, closed down mainly due to 
labour trouble, high cost of production and stringency of 
working capital. The state of affairs of all these units is 
constantly under review and measures are being taken 
toward their rehabilitation and/or realisation of the 
Corporation's dues through sale of mortgaged assets, 

41. As on the 30th June, 1971, the amounts of out- 
standing defaults in respect of deferred payments 
guaranteed by the Corporation stood at Rs. 316,83 
lakhs as against Rs, 293.84 lakhs ps at the close 
of the previous year. The bulk of defaults under 
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deferred payments guarantees were accounted for 
by 3 projects in the paper industry and 2 in the 
textile industry. Reference was made in the last 
report to proposals for rehabilitation of one of 
the projects vn which the Corporation had a large finan- 
cial stake. Some progress was registered in this direction 
during the year and it is hoped that the scheme of finan- 
cial reconstruction and rehabilitation under contemplation 
would come to be implemented* thereby enabling the 
Corporation lo realise a substantial portion of its dues. 
In the case of another assisted company in the paper 
industry, the Corporation's stake is quite large, the pro- 
posals for rehabilitation as part of the scheme of arrange- 
ment approved by the High Court have already been 
finalised. The company has now approached the all- 
India financial institutions including the Corporation for 
financial assistance for undertaking a scheme of expan- 
sion. The Company's application is being actively con- 
sidered. In the case of the third unit in the paper in- 
dustry, which committed defaults in meeting its liabili- 
ties under deferred payments, though the unit is in pro- 
duction and has recorded better results during the year, 
the defaults have yet to be cleared; suitable rescheduling 
of the liabilities is contemplated with the necessary 
streamlining of the management of the Company. 


In one of the concerns engaged in the textile industry, 
which had defaulted in meeting its commitments to tjac 
Corporation, a scheme of rehabilitation and financial re- 
construction has been before the Court and it is hoped 
that with this scheme being approved and suitable changes 
in management being made as contemplated, there would 
be improvement in the Company’s operations, 

From the observations made in the above paragraphs 
in respect of some of the defaulting concerns, it will be 
seen that in handling cases of persistent defaults, the Cor- 
poration has always tried to probe into the root causes 
of the malaise affecting an enterprise and to find a con- 
structive solution for bringing about an improvement in 
tho working results oi the concern by suggesting a scheme 
of financial reconstruction, by strengthening and/or 
change of existing managerial control, by providing re- 
liefs in the torm of rescheduling of existing loans or 
conversion of loans into equity or short-term obligations 
into long-term liabilities, etc*, with a view to placing the 
undertaking on a sound footing and improving its finan- 
cial vi ability.

General review of Industries particularly in the fields 
in which the Corporation has rendered financial A Issis - 
iance, 

43. Reviewing the performance during the year of 
industries assisted by the Corporation, it is observed that 
there was a notable improvement in the utilisation of 
existing capacity. Full capacity was utilised in the case 
of electrical equipment industries such as transformers, 
electrical motors, batteries, house service meters, electrical 
measuring instruments and high tension insulators and 
in the non-electrical machinery group such as ball and 
roller bearings, twist drills, etc. A greater degree of 
utilisation was also noticed in the case of cables and 
wires* machine tools and accessories, grinding wheels, etc. 
Industries like aluminium, caustic soda, soda ash, syn- 
thetic fibres, paper and paper board, automobile tyres and 
tubes also showed better performance in the matter of 
utilisation of capacity. In the case of coal, a levelling- 
off of demand, coupled with difficulties in movement, 
resulted in lower utilisation of capacity. 

The cotton textile industry continued to be under 
stresses and strains of various adverse factors such as a 
steep rise in prices of cotton without a commensurate 
increase in sales realisation of yarn and cloth, rise in 
wages, lack of satisfactory power supplv. shortage of 
working capital, etc, To mitigate tb<? difficulties created 


by cotton shortage, Government made arrangements to 
import one million bules of cotton, including staple fibre. 
The Cotton Corporation of India has been established to 
canalise imports and also to enter the domestic market 
if and. when considered necessary with a view to holding 
the price level and ensuring better distribution. Recently, 
Government have announced some concessions to the 
•ndustry bv way of reduction in the custom duty from 
100% to 30% ad valorem on imports of cellulosic staple 
fibre. Government have also recognised the need for 
modernisation of export-oriented units in the industry. 
A scheme for providing financial assistance to textile units 
has been formulated by Government whereunder such 
assistance will be channelled through the Corporation 
on concessional terms. These measures, it is hoped will 
help improve the profitability of the industry and’ also 
give a fillip to exports

months there was a fall in demand for carpet backing 
m the USA market, some improvement, in this regard! 
was noticed towards the end of 1970. With the steep 
tall in exports from Pakistan owing to recent political 
events and better availability of jute in India, it is hoped, 
tnat the jute industdv would record better results There 
is, no doubt, however, that the industry still requires 
modernisation on a substantial scale H 
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yThe performance oi the sugar industry could, on the 
\vhoie, be regarded as satisiaetory, though the industry 
was often aituctcd with the problem ot large stocks caus- 
ing tightness in working capital, though the position has 
lately improved. During tne year, tne percentage oi 
levy sugar was reduced iron! 70 to 60, iollowing the 
increase in the production ot sugar. Later in may, 1971* 
the Central Government announced decontrol oi prices, 
distriDUtion and movement ot sugar. The releases o± 
sugar trom the lactones lor sale to wholesalers will, 
however, continue to be regulated so as to maintain 
prices and ensure sugar avaUDihty throughout the year. 
In place of two rates of duty oi 25% ad valorem for 
levy sugar and 37.5% ad valorem for tree sale sugar. 
Government has since fixed one uniform rate of duty, Ue. 
30% ad valorem on all vacuum pan sugar. 

The engineering industry, which was severely hit by 
the recession during 1965-68 showed signs of reviviah 
Though, there has been noticeable improvement in the 
demand lor such products an spun pipes, steel castings, 
steel lorgings, steel siructurals, machine tools, fuller capa- 
city could not be achieved because of shortage of steel. 
However, Government are fully seized of the importance 
of alleviating steel shortage in the country. As a 
measure of immediate relief, the Government arranged 
for imports of steel. The commissioning of the Bokaro 
Steel Plant and the expansion of Bhilai Steel plant will 
improve the situation though it will take time. As a 
long-term plan, the establishment of 3 new steel plants 
in the South and the implementation of the programme 
for setting up several ‘mini steel* plants are also expected 
to relieve to some extent shortage of steel and allied pro- 
ducts. With the planned increase in steel production 
the prospects of the refractory industry have also bright- 
ened. 

With regard to the paper industry, the policy of re- 
moval of controls on prices and distribution, which was 
announced in 1968 and 1969, has resulted in appreciable 
improvement in profitability and output. The country, 
however, is faced with acute shortage of paper. To 
reach the Fourth Plan target of an installed capacity 
of 10.20 lakh tonnes, additional capacity of the order 
of 2.32 lakh tonnes will have to be created. A crash pro- 
gramme for the expansion of capacity of some of the 
existing paper units is already under implementation and 
is expected to bring about some increase in output. Paper 
industry is, however, highly capital intensive. Its deve- 
lopment and growth is dependent in a large measure on 
the availability of suitable raw materials such as, bam- 
boo, bagasse, and hard woods. 

The increase in the production of fertilisers was, more 
or less, ot the same order as in the previous year.’ How- 
ever, the production of fertilisers in the country has not 
been able to match the demand. The programmes in the 
public sector were hampered by the shortage of steel, 
Jelay in the supply of indigenously fabricated equipment, 
interruption in power supply and labour problems. Diffi- 
mlties in arranging foreign exchange resources/foreign 
collaboration posed a problem to fertiliser projects in the 


private sector. The manufacture of fertilisers is again 
a highly capital intensive industry. Though some new 
units have already been planned* it would be some time 
betore they go on stream and fill the gap between de- 
mand and supply. 

The cement industry showed some improvement in its 
performance during the year, though profitability was 
affected by rise in wage costs and interruptions in power 
supply. 

The man-made fibre industry has acquiring increasing 
significance ont only because of its versatile uses 
but also because of shortage of cotton in the 
country. The existing production of synthetic fibres 
in the country is very much short of demand. 
By the end of the Fourth Five-Year Plan, de- 
mand for nylon filament yam (including industrial 
yarn) has been placed around 29*000 tonnes, where- 
as the capacity available would be of the order of 
16,750 tonnes. To bridge the gap between the increas- 
ing demand for the synthetic fibres and its availability, 
efforts are necessary to put up additional capacity. 

A statement outlining the installed capacity and in- 
dustrial production in the country during the year 
1970 in respect of some selected industries where 
the Corporation has rendered financial assistance as also 
the contribution thereto made by the concerns assisted 
by the Corporation appears as Appendix *F\ 

Rate of Interest 

44, With prior approval of the Industrial Development 
Bank of India, the Corporation raised, with effect from 
the 5th December, 1970, the rate of interest on its rupee 
loans from 8-J- to 9% per annum, subject to the Usual 
rebate of annum for punctual payment of instalments 
of principal and interest. However, the revised rate of 
interest is not applicable to the rupee loans on conces- 
sional terms sanctioned/to be sanctioned to small and 
medium sized projects in districts/ territories notified by 
the Central Government as industrially less developed. 
The rate of interest on sub-loans in foreign currencies 
was also raised, with effect from the 27th February, 1971, 
Ironii 9 to 9^-% per annum, subject to usual rebate of 
i% per annum.

Of the loans aggregating Rs. 1113.74 lakhs due from 
concerns in which some of the Corporation's directors 
were interested as share-holders only, loans for Rs. 681.81 
lakhs were sanctioned prior to the dates on which the 
concerned directors became directors of the Corporation 
or acquired interest in the loanee concerns. Debts due

Other Committees 

56. The Corporation has recently taken steps to cons- 
titute Kocal Advisory Committees at rite places where 
it has already established offices with a view to render- 
ing more effective service to its clients and also to have 
first-hand knowledge of the industrial environments in 
the respective areas served by its offices, opportunities 
for investment, general impression of the public about 
the working ot the Corporation, measures for popularis- 
ing the activities of the Corporation, etc. The member- 
ship comprises, besides one or two Director of the Cor- 
poration, the representatives of the financial institutions 
at the State level, important Chambers of Commerce & 
Industry, nationalised bank functioning in the area of

Opening of officers of the Corporation 

57. The Board of Directors of the Corporation have, 
in addition to the existing branches at Bombay, Calcutta 
and Madras, approved of the opening of three new 
branches at Ahmedabad, Hyderabad and Bangalore, and 
five sub-offices of the Corporation at Kanpur, Patna, 
Bhubaneshwar, Bhopal and Gauhati.

58. M/s, Walker Chandiok & Company, New Delhi, 
were appointed by the Industrial Development Bank of 
India as Auditors of the Corporation for the year ended 
the 30th June, 1971. At the Annual General Meeting 
of the shareholders of the Corporation held oa the 
30th September, 1970, M/s. S, B< Billimoria & Com' 
pany, Bombay, were re-elected Auditors by the share- 
holders, other than the Industrial Development Bank of 
India, for the same period, M/s. S. B. Billimoria & Com- 
pany will retire but are eligible for re-election.

Details of Concessions on Financial Assistance for Industrial Projects that may be located in Districts/areas notified by 

the Central Government. 


(i) Rate of interest: 

As against the current rate of interest at 9% (with a rebate of \ % for punctual payment of instalments 
of principal and interest), a lower rate of interest, i.c. 1{ % (with a rebate of J % will be charged. 

(ii) Initial grace period for commencement of repayment of loans: 

The Corporation's normal practice is to allow 3 years' moratorium to any assisted concern for ihc first 
repayment of the principal amount of the loan. In the case of undertakings in backward area, this period 
would be extended to five years from the date of the first disbursement of the loan. 

(iii) Amortisation period for loans: 

As against the normal period of 10 to 12 years for the repayment of a loan, this period would be extended 
to 15/20 years. 

(iv) Margin of security : 

The present practice of the Corporation is to aim at a margin of 50%. This would be reduced to 30/35%. 
Tn other words, an equity, debt ratio of 1 :2 would be acceptable. 

(v) Promoters' contribution : 

The Corporation would be prepared to accept a lower contribution from the promoters to the cost of the 
project than its normal requirements. 

(vi) Participation in equity and preference capital ; 

Depending on the merits of each case, the Corporation would be prepared to consider participation by way 
of underwriting or otherwise in the ^hare capital of an industrial concern located in a backward district 
to a greater extent as compared to projects located elsewhere. 

(vii) Reduction in other charges: 

50% reduction will be made on the Corporation’s normal charges in respect of underwriting commission, 
commitment charge, non-refundable examination fee for processing of applications and legal charges. 

The concessions will normally be applicable to cases where the total project cost dose not exceed Rs. 

1 ’00 crore; concessional finance for larger projects would be considered on a selective basis. 

Assistance on concessional terms from the Corporation will be in addition to the grant/subsidy for projects in 
backward district/areas upto 10% of the project cost (provided it docs not exceed Rs. 50 lakhs), which may be availed 
of under the Central Government’s scheme. 
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
